HE City Manager (Mr. P. J. Hernon) 
1 disclosed last night at a meeting of the 
Dublin Corporation that no decision 
ested 
change of day of the Dublin Cattle Market. 

Mr. Hernon, answering questions by 
Alderman A. Byrne, T.D.,said that complaints 
had been made to him concerning conditions 
in the abattoir on Thursdays. He had in- 
vestigations opened to ee if the market day 
could be changed so that the killings could 
be carried out on some other day. No de- 
cision had been arrived at. <A further report 
would come before the Council. 

On consideration of the City Manager’s 
report, Alderman A Byrne sought infor- 
mation in regard to the source of the pro- 
posed change. He had no knowledge of a 
Corporation committee being asked to con- 
sider any oh Unless it could be shown 
that it would be advantageous to make the 
change he would oppose it. 

Referring to the Electricity Supply Board, 
Alderman Byrne drew attention to their 
report, which suggested that the Pigeon 
House had generated almost half the elec- 
tricity used. In view of that, he asked the 
City Manager to press for a considerable re- 
duction in the Board’s charges. 


HOUSING 


Dealing -with the section of the City 
Managers report on housing, Alderman 
Byrne said that when the present contracts 
had finished, future housing schemes should 
be devoted to taking down the old houses in 
the slums and the building of new houses or 
flats to replace them there. This would 
facilitate the tenants by keeping them near 
their work and would also help long-estab- 
lished shops to hold their purchasing public. 
He wished to congratulate the Government, 
the Corporation and the Schools’ Meals Com- 
mittee on the good work that was being done 
in the schools in the supplying of thousands 
of gallons of milk. He would like to know, 
however, if the City Manager had an inspec- 
tor to see the conditions under which this 
milk was being produced 

Senator D. Healy said that the milk sup- 
plied to the schools was all tuberculin-tested 
milk. 

In relation to the new housing scheme at 
Crumlin, Senator Healy suggested that anew 
bridge should be erected across the canal 
from Vincent street to the North Crumlin 
housing scheme. 

Mr. James Larkin said that men were 
working in the City Abattoir under the most 
inhuman conditions. He thought the City 
Manager was quite right to investigate the 
conditions there. 

The City Manager’s report was adopted. 

A letter was read from the Garda Siochana 
indicating that it was impossible to implement 
the decision of the Council with reference to 
the proposed omnibus station at Smithfield. 


HOWTH’S REQUEST 


A letter was read from the Howth Town 
Clerk requesting representation on the City 
Council for Howth residents, as embodied in 
a resolution adopted by the Howth Council. 

Alderman T. Kelly said that before they 
considered giving representation to Howth 
they should invite Howth to submit a 
financial statement showing the position, and 
request particulars of the water, sewerage 
and lighting schemes. The Corporation, he 
said, had taken in Rathmines and Kilmain- 
ham and other similar areas, and these had 
cost the ratepayers thousands of pounds. 

Mr. E. Cooney, T.D., said that the scene 
beauties of Howth, if properly exploited, 


would repay them for any financial expendi- | 


ture. 

A letter from the City Manager and Town 
Clerk intimating that the Representative Body 
of the Church of Ireland was prepared to 
advance £12,000 to the Corporation on 
mortgage for a period of twenty-five years, 
subject to interest at the rate of 44 per cent. 
per annum, and requesting authority to com- 
plete the transaction, was read.

GAS INSTEAD OF 
PETROL 


NEW REGULATIONS FOR 
NORTHERN VEHICLES 


— — |. 


Petrol rationing has led to the increasing 
use in Northern — of vehicles propelled 
by gas, and the Ministry of Home Affairs 
has made a series of regulations applying 
mainly to the use of such vehicles on the 
roads of Northern Ireland. : 

The Motor Cars (Use and Construction) 
Regulations prescribe the conditions govern- 
ing the equipment of gas-propelled vehicles, 
and make certain modifications as to the 
maximum laden weights. 

The Public Service Vehicles (Constuction) 
(Amendment) Regulations amend the require- 
ments as to the maximum laden weights. 

The Public Service Vehicles (Construction) 
(Amendment) Regulations amend the re- 
quirements as to the maximum laden weights 
of public service vehicles — more than 
six persous, and, in the case of single-deck 
vehicles, an increase in the maximum height 
is allowed if the increase in height is entirely 
due to the adaptation of the vehicles for the 
carrying of flexible gas containers. 

The Public Service Vehicles (Amendment) 
Regulations permit, in the case of a public 
service vehicle propelled by gas, the drawing 
of a trailer provided it is used solely for the 
carriage of gas containers or plant for pro- 
ducing gas. 

The Motor Cars (Speed) (Amendment) 
Regulations modify the speed at which a 
heavy motor car or a motor car used as a 
public service vehicle or as a goods vehicle 
may be driven in the case of.a vehicle whose 
unladen weight includes the weight of equip- 
ment, or which is drawing a trailer for 
holding equipment used solely for the pur- 
pose of the propulsion of the vehicle.

A PROFESSOR’S 
REFLECTIONS — 


BY SCRUTATOR, 


HIS week, and the lakeside hamlet of 

Virginia, may possibly go down to 

history as marking important departures 
in the annals of Irish local government. 

When the organisers of Muintir na Tire 
wong this year’s Rural Week they can 
have had little conception that it w be 
immediately preceded by the hasty formation 
of hundreds of parish councils : ies brought 
into being as the result of Muintir na Tire’s 
philosophy and propaganda, but by means far 
different from those advoca in their 
published declarations. Hence two important 
questions seem likely to dominate this week's 
proceedings. First—can Muintir na ‘Tire 
continue to steer the ship which they have set 
afloat? Secondly—to what extent have recent 
events indicated needs for oempromise 
between principles and precipitate procedure? 

Prudent navigation demands the recognition 
of three primary factors; in nautical jargon 
the determination of position, course and 
speed. In the layman’s language, the need 
to fix the point from which the start has to 

made; to determine the route to the 
desired destination, and to decide in advance 
as far as may be possible at what speed the 
distance can most safely be covered. 

Of these three essentials, two have, until 
recently, been mainly determined by the pro- 
tagonists of Muintir na Tire; and, eir 
observance, subject to certain conditions, may 
continue to rest with the pilots of that move- 
ment. Basing their proposals on the re- 
cognised need for social and economic organ- 
isations to counter the modern drilt from 
countrysides to urban areas, they decided that 
the traditional parish areas offered the nearest 
approach to convenient units within which 
vocational interests might find collective ex- 
pression. From that basic conclusion the 
proceeded to determine the course by vchich 
their objectives might most effectively be 
reached; a course 3 by the three 
main guiding 2 of 
autonomy and fr 
interference.

CHANGED CONDITIONS 


Such, as the writer apprehends, was the 
outlook of Muintir naTire until drastic changes 
in the organisation of local government were 
introduced this year, and until emergenc 
demands precipitated the need for 8 
bodies. The County Management Act, follow- 
ing upon the earlier abolition oí rural coun- 
cils and local boards of guardians, constituted 
a further long step towards the centralised 
control of administration. The subsequent 
(suspended) Local Government Bill, by sutho- 
rising County Councils to approve and sup- 
port parish committees, indicated the Govern- 
ments willingness to father official experi- 
ments in Muintir na Tire’s philosophy, end 
thereby recognised the need to compensate 
for recent limitations of local initiative in 
the life of rural communities. 

Such organic changes, quite apart from the 
crisis which has now produced crops of 
hastily-improvised bodies and placed them 
under the control oi Regional and County 
Emergency Commissioners, clearly called for 
material adaptations cf the earlier outlook 
and plans of Muintir na Tire. To effect such 
adaptations might well absorb the attention 
of this week’s conferences. But, as time and 
tide, and emergency needs, wait for no man, 
it is inevitable that objective and critical 
study must largely give way to the discussion 
of time-marking expedients. 

Yet, despite the obtrusion of such exigency 
demands, it shotld Be possible for the con- 
ference to register its views on issues that 
are fundamental, and which will remain when 
emergency demands have passed. Among 
such issues is the vital question of whether 
the parish council should become an integral 
part of the machinery of local government, 
thereby diverting its energies from purely 
social and cultural aims to the discharge of 
routine duties of administration? -

Approving of the Government’s 
reluctance “ to impose any fixed scheme of 
parish committees . . . in the middle of a 
great international crisis, Mr. Tierney pleads 
for time in which to reach a clarification of 
the issue as between those who favour the 
recasting of our whole system of local govern- 
ment on the basis of the parish, and those 
who regard the Muintir na Tire movement 
as in some way an alternative. 


EMERGENCY EXPERIMENTS 


In that sentence, and in other branches of 
his argument, Mr. Tierney endorses the 
Irish Times’ plea that the constitution of 
emergency committees should not in any way 
be allowed to prejudice the permanent issues 


at stake. As means by which to test and 
reflect on future possibilities they may play 
a useful part. As the genesis, or models for 
the constitution, of permanent bodies their 
unsuitability is already evident to all 
observers. 

So comes the immediately important ques- 
tion. Again to quote Professor Tierney— 
will „the adusireble Muintir na Tire move- 
ment follow its very natural determination to 
use the opportunity presented by the crisis 
in order to extend its activities? Naturall 
and inevitably, but it is to be hoped with 
an equally firm determination to draw a clear 
line of distinction between the parish as an 
emergency unit and as a permanent organism 
in efforts to stem the rising tide of emigra- 
tion from Irish countrysides.

ammonia, a valuable fertiliser, paraffin tars 
and acetic acid were obtained as bye-pro- 
ducts. The Germans had perfected a 1 
of producing alcohol from peat, which they 
claimed was cheaper than production from 
potatoes. From peat the Germans produced 
a strong, durable and insect-proof paper. It 
was also p-resisting, was a non-conductor 
of electricity, and an excellent i ting 
medium. 


“SILK STOCKINGS” 


Silk stockings’ and clothing mate- 
rials could be manufactured from peat, but 
if the industry depended on hand-won peat it 
would not get very far. 

Mr. Gallagher described the machinery pro- 
cesses at the Turraun Works in Offaly, and 
referred to the peat briquette, which a 
heating value egual to that of brown coal, 
and oly contained 2 per cent. of ash. 

He said that he failed to see ' why we are 
unable to grasp the 3 to make 
ourselves independent of outside sources of 
fuel. In the bogs of Eire were the equivalent 
of 150,000,000 tons of .coal—enough to last 
50 years—and if a plan were started to 
utilise this it would mean that they would 
‘make themselves self-sufficient as regards 
fuel, and about 60,000 people wo be 
assured permanent employment for fifty years 
to come. , 

Mr. Norman Wallace proposed a vote of 
thanks, and remarked that, so far more money 
had been put in the Irish boga than had been 
taken out of them, but the peat of this 
country was a valuable asset. | 

Mr. R. N. Tweedie seconded the motion, 
which was heartily adopted.

‘yORDS unexpectedly become common-

sure of their exact meaning. Octane is 
such a word. Fuels are said to be of 80 
octane or 90 octane, but who can say what 
the difference is between one and the other? 

The octane figures have reference to a 
means for testing thé fuel to ascertain, as far 
as possible, its anti-knock qualities, the 
method having been devised in America. A 
few ago a writer in The Motor gave 
the following explanation of the procedure 
followed by those who are measuring the 
standard the fuel: 

They alter the compression of a variable 
compression engine till the fuel just knocks, 
At that point, gean “iseadh bs fy ae 

ression ratio, brew a special 
arse till ine oe is é i. same 
intensity as on petrol previo tested. 
This pr Ber fuel is\made from a mixture of 
two combustible liquids, one of which, called 
Heptane, knocks extremely badly; so badly, 
in fact, that it would be unusable on any 
modern motor car. The other part of the 
mixture is called iso-Octane, and has a tre- 
mendous resistance to knocking. 

If it is found that a mixture of, say, 67 
parts of Octane with 33 parts of Heptane 
gives the same degree of slight knock on 
the engine (the compression ratio having re- 
mained unchanged) as the previous pure 
petrol, it is stated that the latter is a fuel 
of 67 octane.” 

All the petrol sold by the well-known com- 
panies is constantly ked to maintain a 
standard octane rating, and the higher the 

rade of fuel the higher the octane number. 

hus, pre-war No. 3 averaged 65 octane, No. 
1 about 72, and. Ethyl or Discol 80-82. The 
fuel normally used by the British Air Force 
is 87 octane, but more recently some of the 
fighter squadrons have been using 100 octane 
fuel, and bombers also use it so that they 
can have full supercharge when leaving the 
ground with a heavy load. 


New Records 


O doubt, it seems absurd that anyone 
N should be bothering about the maki 

of records when so much trouble an 
strife surrounds us. Still, the United States 
is a good, safe distance away from the 
bombers, and Utah is so far from the coast 
that it knows nothing of submarines. 

On the Bonneville Salt Flats Ab Jenkins 
has been collecting a big series of world’s 
records, from 50 kilometres to 3,000 miles, 
and from one hour to twenty-four hours. The 
highest speed at which any of the records was 

en was 183.041 m.p.h. for the 500 kilo- 
metres, and the lowest speed was 161.18 
m. p. h. for the twenty-four hours. 

“ Ab Jenkins has been responsible, more 
than any other motorist, for the development 
of Bonneville Flats as a course for records 
He first attempted to break the twenty-four 
hours’ record on the salt in 1932, when he 
was about fifty years of age. He drove for 
the entire twenty-four hours himself, as he 
did again in 1935 and 1934. In France thev 
refused to believe that it was possible. When 
George Eyston broke the record in 1935 he 
had 2 8. Staniland and Albert Denley as co- 
drivers. 

Jenkins comes from a hardy stock. He has 
never tasted wine, beer, spirits, tea, coffee or 
tobacco, He is a Mormon, and of Welsh 
descent. The twenty-four hours’ record stood 
at, 127.22 wan 8 in 1934, so that it has gone 
up considerably in the last six years.

HE German air attack on Britain was resumed yesterday, when 
masses of aircraft were again thrown into the battle, which 
raged for the greater part of the day over the Channel and the south- 


ast coast. 


The official German News A gency last night admitted the loss 
of seventeen German planes, but claimed that 71 British planes 


had been shot down. 


The British report, on the other hand, stated that 39 German 
aircraft had been destroyed and that nine British niachines were 


missing. 


The German bombing attacks, which began over the Kent 
coast, later extended to the Isle of Wight. Although fierce opposi- 
tion was offered by British fighters, the official German News 
Agency, according to a telegram from Berlin, stated that the 
British, after Sunday’s battle, ‘‘ refused to fight.’’ 


In one of the numerous battles yesterday twelve Germans 
jumped from their damaged ’planes and were afterwards captured. 


One of the dead in one of two machines which fell on the 
south-east coast is thought to be a 24 years old German Count. 


In one town, which was visited by fifty raiding ’planes, a 
surgeon was performing an operation in a hospital, when a bomb 


exploded nearby. 


The surgeon and his staff, however, carried on amid the firing 
of guns and the exploding of bombs, and the operation was success- 


fully concluded. 


A British Admiralty communiqué last night claimed that five 
German planes had been shot down on Sunday by anti-aircraft fire 
from ships during an attack on vessels off the coast.

The following joint 
issued by the British Admiralty, Air Ministry

The enemy bombing attacks, which began 
over the Kent coast this morning, were later 
extended to the Isle of Wight and Ports- 
mouth, where large forces were employed. 

An attack on His Majesty's dockyard 
met with little success. Some bombs were 
dropped on the outskirts of the dockyard 
area, vetting fire to a store and causing minor 
damage to a jetty. Two small harbour ser- 
vice craft were damaged and subsequently 
sank 

In other parts of Portsmouth a railway 
station was hit, and a number of buildings, 


including a brewery, was set on fire. 
Casualties were caused, including some 
deaths, but these were not numerous, having 


regard to the large number of bombs dropped. 

In the Isle of Wight a church and some 
houses were damaged and a few people were 
injured, 

‘ Later reports have also been received of 
the attacks on the coasts of Kent and Sussex. 
Bombs were dropped at a number of points, 
and slight damage was caused to several 
R. A. F. aerodromes. 

Some houses and other civil property were 
also hit. Casualties in this area were very 
light, although several cases of fatal injuries 
have been reported. 

The enemy has been heavily engaged at 
all points by our defences, which have again 
inflicted severe losses, with few casualties to 
themselves.”

FIVE SHOT DOWN 


A battle extending for miles followed the 
appearance of a hundred German raiders over 
the South-East coast yesterday. Five Ger- 
man planes are known to have been shot 
down; three of them crashed in the Channel. 
A sixth headed for the French coast with 
smoke pouring from it and rapidly losing 
height. Just before the start of the battles 
a large squadron; travelling at too great a 
height to be identified, put out a smoke 
screen, dozens of trailers of thick, white 
smoke stretching for at least fifteen miles.

In a church where an organ- 
builder and his assistant were engaged there 
were traces of falling mortar and one window 
was blown in, but. otherwise no serious 
damage was ed.

Another air battle was fought, over a south- 
east coast town early last night, after bombs 
had been heard exploding some distance 
away. Spitfires could be seen high up in 
the sky, engaging about 20 Messerschmitts, 
and they accounted for at least two. 


PILOT SAVED BY LIFEBOAT 


After bursts of machine-gun fire one 
German ‘plane came roaring over the town, 
wobbling and losing height.

The pilot baled out. The machine and pilot 
both went into the sea, and the pilot was 
later picked up by a lifeboat.

Jefferies, 
who saw the descent and loaded his revolver 
while on his way to the farm, searched the 
man, and took him to his home and gave 
him brandy. Later he and Special Constable 
Carver handed him over to the police. 

Mr. Jefferies said that the German looked 
very ill and incapable of attempting to get 
away. It is assumed that tho German was 
wounded while the machine—one of a large 
number which was attacking the district— 
was under severe anti-aircraft gunfire. 


A WOUNDED PILOT 


When a German machine was shot down in 
South-East England in the afternoon the pilot 
landed in a cornfield. Bullet holes in the 
fuselage of the machine showed the accuracy 
of the shooting. The pilot was taken to 
hospital suffering from bullet wounds in a 
shoulder, but his condition is not serious. 

The fight had begun when the machine and 
a companion dived out of the clouds towards 
a trawler, which immediately opened fire with 
its A.A. gun.
